Mayor's Column 


Further to the last Annual 
Ratepayers meeting and the 
question put forward by Mr, 
Geo, Walker in regard to the 
mills required for debenture 
debt charges, I would like 
to report the following: 

The Town and Village Act 
provides that Council shall, 
each year, by by-law, author= 
ize the Secretary-Treasurer 
to levy upon the assessed 
value of. all assessed prop- 
erty shown on the Assess~ 
ment Roll, a tax at such 
uniform rate on the dollar 
as the Council deems suffic- 
ient to produce the amount 
of the exnenditures as are 
estimated by the Council, to 
produce the sums necessary 


~ to meet debenture instalments 


falling due during the year, 


The Act clearly indicates, - 


therefore, that the provision 
for debenture payments must 


. be made from taxation rev- 


enue and that revenue other 
than taxation cannot be used 


for debenture instalments, 
This, of course, is a safe- 


guard to the .Town: to, make... 


sure that it will have suff- 
icient funds to meet the de=- 
benture payments and that it 
does not have to rely onother 
income which may not mater- 
ialize, 

The mill rate for 1966 was 
62 mills and of this amount, 
13,6 mills was required from 
taxation revenue to meet the 
1966 debenture debt charges, 
13,6 mills is equal to 21% of 
the tax levy, 

If we take into considera-= 
tion all revenues of the Town, 
that is taxation revenue and 
miscellaneous revenue, we 
find that the 1966 debenture 
debt charges equal 15 %, 

The answer to Mr, Walker’s 
question is therefore as fol- 
lows: 

21% of taxation revenue is 

required to meet the deb- 

enture payments, or 15% 

of the total revenue,

The Budget debates have 
now concluded and the Legis- 
lature has been sitting in 
committee this week to study 
and give approval to the var= 
ious estimates, The agricul- 
ture estimates have received 
consideration and have now 
been approved, This year the 
expenditures on the agricul- 
ture income account has in- 
creased by $1,471,343,00 while 
the total capital account has 
increased by $2,223,615,00, 
One million dollars has been 
appropriated to the Land and 


Forest Utilization. Act, Some . 


of our cattle men will likéely 
benefit from the ‘expenditire 
as I understand Community 
Pastures are being estab-

To introduce this section we bring you Father Tardiff’s 
commentary on the writings and historical work of Alexis 
Tetreault, (Readers will remember that an account of his 
background by Father Tardiff was carried in conjunction 
with the earlier series by Father Tetreault). 


All through his life Father Tetreault was interested in 
the history of the West, its development and the pioneering 
days when the members of his order /1ad done so much work, 
His stay in St, Albert where he was iti charge of the Museum 
for a number of years prompted him to write articles about 
the first days of the province, Besides his short History 
of St, Albert published in the St, Albert Gazette, Father 
Tetreault wrote articles for the magazine of the Alberta 
Historical Society and papers, He was also interested in the 
liturgical movement and was one of the first to publish a 
mass in the vernacular for the people 25 years before it 


became a common practice, 


I think the predominent characteristic of Father Tetreault’s 
life was his great love of tradition, and the past that made 
the history ofhis country and especially this marvellous prov~ 
ince of Alberta, He might not have been the greatest historian 
ever, but he was one of the most sincere and in that respect 
should serve as a model to all inthe study and dissemination 


of our historical heritage. 


We are leaving the past behind more and more rapidly and 
before long it will be a cause of sorrow to see so many 
facts forgotten and so many sources of information on our 
local history disappearing, At the example of Father Alexis 
Tetreault all should make an effort to preserve our history, 
Not only the major history of our country in general, but 
the little local history which might not have the same 
importance, but certainly for us and those who come after us 
in this district will be of great interest and a source of 


pride,

Your editorial in the March 
8th Gazette on Metropolitan 
area problems was timely. 
A dormitory town such as 
St, Albert and a core city 
both have unique problems 
of a financial and sociological 
nature, These have been 
studied in the U.S, and Canada 
and much useful information 
is now available, 

Property taxes have in- 
creased faster in St, Albert 


than in Edmonton because our ~ 


town is not financially recog- 

nized by the Provincial Gov- 

ernment as part of a metrop=- 
olitan area, Neither is the City 
of Edmonton in relation tothe 

Strathcona County industrial 

area, 

The only thing that the Gov- 
ernment has done to financ- 
ially assist our Town is the 
School Foundation Fund Pro- 
gram, For every dollar we 
pay to the Fund we get about 
three back because we pay 
into it an amount related to 
the total assessable property 
in St, Albert and we get back 
an amount related tothenum= 
ber of children inour schools, 
St, Albert gets a better deal 
than Edmonton (two dollars 
for one) because we have more 
children in relation to our 
total residential and indust- 
rial assessment but not be- 
cause we are a dormitory 
town within a large metrop- 
olitan area, The Foundation 
program was not designed to 
solve metropolitan area prob- 
lems as such, 

Until the following things 
happen the gap between St, 
Albert and Edmonton property 
taxes will increase, 

1, St, Albert gets telephone 
and electricty profits and 
the government stops 
favouring private utility 
companies, (This could 
make $40 per year dif= 
ference.) 

St, Albert getshigher per 

capita grants under the 

Municipalities Assist- 

ance Act or the benefit 

of a metroplitan area in= 
dustrial tax, 

3, Edmonton is forced to 
assess its residences at 
60% of their valueinstead 
of 50% and a more ade- 
quate adjustment is made 
to our equalized assess-= 
ment (This governs the 
amount of dollars we pay 
into the Foundation Fund) 

4, Major industrial devel- 
opment comes to St, 
Albert,

If our Town was to get 
its fair share of metropolitan 
area business and tax reve 
enues we could forget about 
promotion of industrial de- 
velopment (which we are not 
equipped to handle) and help 
the Edmonton area get more 
industry to locate in sites 
with better facilities, It is 
wrong to go after industry 
mainly for the property taxes 
it pays. The main benefit of 
industry is in the payrolls 
it brings which stimulates 
local business, Major com= 
mercial shopping and busin- 
ess centres are in Edmonton 
and will continue to be pat- 
ronized by dormitory town 
residents, 

Our government has not 
shown imagination and lead- 
ership in its handling of the 
planning and financial 
lems of the Edmontotjid 
Calgary metropolitan aréas, 
It has used the amalgamation 
technique to solve the finan- 
cial crisis of Beverly, Jasper 
Place, Bowness and Mont- 
gomery, Our Town has never 
come to grips with the prob=- 
lem either, We could retain 
a consultant to prepare an 
expert brief to the govern- 
ment which would clearly 
show the unfairness of the 
present situation, 

It now costs the St, Albert 
householder about $10, more 
per month for taxes and $5, 
more for utilities, Many res= 
idents are worried over the 
land assessment which has 
just been doubled. I believe 
the limit has been reached 
and now is the time for along 
term remedy to be found,
